People who shop at garage sales are usually looking for 
specific items. Some look for antique dishes or glassware. 
Others look for old books or furniture, Men took for tools. 
Marian Joscph and Doris Souders took for baby clothes, Not 
for their own children, they are all raised now with children of 
their own. Marian and Doris buy clothes for infants born to 
mothers in Crawford County who cannot afford clothes for 
their babies. 

Marian, arctired businesswoman, and Doris, aretired county 
librarian, first became involved with clothing infants about 
four years ago through their work with the Outreach Group at 
theirchurch. This group of about 15 women made baby quilts, 
shirts, sacks and nightgowns, and assembled them into packets 
for shipment to infants in Africa. 

“The group had worked fong and hard preparing cach 
packet,” said Marian, “but for some reason, we never under- 
stood why, the clothes never reached their destination.” 

Marian suggested to the group that they find a local agency 
to support and they contacted Kenquest House. 

“I fecl there are so many problems in the wortd,” she said. 
“And a goad place to begin helping is in our own communi- 
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tics,”

“T grabbed tira and ran to the beach and started mouth-to- 
mouth resuscitation,” said Buddy. “After about a minute he 
started coughing up water, then he cried.” 

Buddy had learned CPR ina health class a couple years ago 
when he was a student at the Swartz Creck Middle School. 

Joe Henry's parents cushed over while Buddy was doing 
mouth-to-mouth, 

The MeGuires estimated their son was in the water approxi- 
mately three minutes. 

“We usually watch him like a hawk,” said Joe Henry’s 
mother, Laura. 

She said there was a lot of horseplay going on with the adults 
throwing cach other tn the lake, She said she and Tim were 
momentarily distracted, 

“Joe Henry must have followed them to the water because 
the next thing E knew Joc was on the beach with his cyes rolled 
back and bluish in color,” said Laura. 

The McGuires took Joc Henry to Grayling’s Mercy Hospital 
at about S pan. and he was transferred to Munson Medical 
Center’s pediatric intensive care unit later that evening where 
doctors watched for any type of lung problems. He was 
released the following day. 

While at Mercy Hospital, the McGuires said Dr. Bersted told 
them, “The one who saved him is the one who took him from 
the water. It’s important to get them out fast.” 

“He is fine and we are so lucky,” said Laura. “We will never 
be able to repay Buddy.” 

“This all happened on Joe's birthday,” said Joe Henry's 
father, Tim. “Thanks to Buddy he will have a fifth.” 

The McGuires said their lives will never be quite the same. 

“Whata thin line there is between life and death,” said Laura. 
“Fam more grateful for the kindness of strangers. We can 
watch, we can think we are being careful, but in the end, we 
have to rely on others,” she said, 

“I'm happy he is alive,” said Buddy,

T touched a bit on plastics last weck and would like to go into 
ita bit deeper this week. [don’t want to bore you with the topic 
of plastics, but production of plastic is certainly on the increase 
which means our non-renewable sources (oil and natural gas) 
are being depleted. 

The manufacturing of plastic involves two processes and 
two industries. First, there is the plastic-resin production 
industry which converts industrial organic chemicals into 
plastic resins, and second, the plastics-processing industry that 
forms these resins into end products. Plastic resins are made 
by linking small groups of molecules into chains called poly- 
mers. Through polymerization, propylene is made into pol- 
ypropylene (PP), natural gas and crude oil are made into 
polycthylene terephthalate (PET), Styrene into polystyrene 
(PS), and viny! chloride into polyvinyl chloride (PVC). 

No one really thinks of plastics as toxic. By the time they 
reach the supermarket shelves they're not. It’s what goes on in 
plastic production and now in some cases plastic recycling that 
creates hazardous waste and toxic emissions. It is the extreme 
heat involved in both processes that causes the toxic clemcents 
to vaporize, Some additives used to color the plastics contain 
heavy metals such as lead, cadmium, and nickel. These do not 
combust and remain behind in the ash or in the air. 

The following is a list of toxic chemicats used in plastic 
packaging: 

Benzene. Colorless and highly flame. able liquid. Used in 
the production of PVC and LDPE (low density polyethylene). 

Cadmium Compounds. Uscd as pigments (red, orange, 
and maroon) in PET, LDPE, HDPE, and other plastics. 

Carbon Tetrachloride. Colorless, non-flammable liquid. 
Used as a solvent for other resins and in the polymerization of 
PVC. 

Chromium (VI) Oxide. Used as a catalyst in HDPE and 
LDPE, 

Diazomethane. Ycllow gas. Used in PET polymerization. 

Lead Compounds. Used as pigments in PET, HDPE, and 
most other plastics. 

Styrene. A colorless, aromatic liquid made from benzenc. 

Vinyl Chloride. A colorless, odorless gas about twice as 
dense as air. 

All these chemicals have serious and sometimes fatal side 
effects for the factory workers exposed to them and for the rest 
of us who must inhale any residue. 

With plastic being a major part of the solid waste problem, 
recycling cfforts are increasing, but so is the incineration of 
plastics, IFPVCs are incincrated, hydrochloric acid is released. 
[tis not harmful to humans in low concentration but does do 
damage to plants, buildings, and the incinerator itscif, Most 

other plastics that are being incinerated should have their toxic 
emissions collected in a special device in the smokestack of the 
incinerator, but these devices are extremcly expensive and 
probably not used where they should be. 

The idea of photodegradable and biodcgradable plastics is 
also becoming more popular. To make plastic photode- 
gradable a light sensitive additive must be mixed into a 
standard plastic resin or the polymers themselves. To make it 
biodcgradable an additive such as starch can be mixed in. 
These are still going to leave residue in the package contents 
itself or in the landfill. 

If consumers see the term ‘‘degradable” they believe that 
recycling is not necessary and that the item will just disappear 
no matter where itis discarded. Littering willincrease our non- 
renewable resources sull being used up, and degradable items 
do not degrade fast enough to extend the life of a landfill. 
Besides, ifa photodegradable plastic is buried in a landfill, it’s 
not going to do anything. Plastics that are dumped into oceans 
and seas (and there are tons and tons every year) kill, debilitate, 
or injure the marine and freshwater life there no matter how 
good they claim to be, 

Start minimizing your use of plastics. Reuse them as much 
as you can and then recycle them. Substitute a cloth shopping 
bag so you don’t have to use plastic or paper. Seventh 
Generation (the catalog mentioned in last weck’s article) has 
cellulose bags. Use wicker laundry baskets, cotton shower 
curtains, glass bowls, anything you can substitute for plastic — 
do it.

Mr. Mandela certainly is dramatic, both in style and in 
substance, The conditions of his present existance are 
high drama, too. Mr. Mandcla was jailed 27 years ago for 
his strong anti-apartheid stand and all it entailed. In jail, 
he remained vigorous and strong, perhapseven gaining in 
his own convictions and inner surength. 

In all probability, Mr. Mandela would not have had the 
strong public appeal wo. 1d wide had he not spent 27 years 
in prison. If he had remained outside jail, and carried on 
his anti-apartheid struggle day by day as have so many 
others, has charisma most probably would not be as great 
as it is today. 

A great part of the Mandela attraction is his apparent 
complete lack of bitterness because of imprisonment, Let 
bygones be bygones, he has counseled: that is not only 
wise advice, but it also adds to his current attraction, 

Nelson Mandela is a genuine hero-figure. Everyone 
can relate to him somchow; America’s black minority 
especially has embraced this man and his message.

Saturday night, the 30th of June, J attended the Frederic 
High School Alumni dinner at the Legion Hall. Talk 
about arcally great time that was it. Greeting old friends 
I did note that they seemed a little older than I remember 
back in school days at Frederic. Why, some had aged to 
the point where they didn’! even recognize me. The 


ladies of the Legion Auxiliary served a great meal and 
every thing went just right. A great deal of effort by many 
people made it a wonderful evening we'll remember a 
long time. 

I often wonder how the old time farmer managed to get 
all the work done. Maybe they, like my Dad, had certain 
days of the year to start certain jobs. To my Dad the fifth 
of July was, if weather permitted, the day to start haying, 
On that day you could bet moncy he would be out there 
mowing hay. That started about six wecks of hard work. 
The hay he cut one day I would rake the next forenoon as 
he cut more hay. In the afternoon we hauled in hay and 
stacked it. This routine went on day after day if the 
weather was good. I remember the first thing Dad, after 
he got dressed, did was go walk in the grass. If there was 
dew we werc all set, no rain that day. If there was no dew 
we rushed to get the raked hay in before it rained. When 
rain threatened we worked straight through tll we got it 
in and covered. We had a lot of livestock to feed and 
couldn’t afford to lose much hay to rain. When the 
weather was good we put in can to can’t days to get our 
hay in. All our work was done with horses in those days. 
I thought when Dad bought a hay loader that saved all the 
work of pitching the hay on the wagon that we had 
reached the peak of progressive fanning. Today's farmer 
in the air conditioned comfort of his tractor cab listening 
to his stereo sure has it better than the old time farmer 
except for the worry about how he'll pay for it.

White perch were ac- 
cidently introduced ito the 
Great Lakes a few vears ago, 
probably in the bilge of an 
ocean-going freighter. Since 
then they have become com- 
Mon in many parts of the state. 
This small fish has the poten- 
tial to absolutcly devastate 
sport fishing for many species 
throughout the Great Lakes 
States. 

At present, white perch are 
spread mainly through com- 
mercial minnow dealers, who 
net the fish in infected waters 
and ship them state wide with 
their product. In an effort to 
slow this process, Assistant 
Fisheries Division Chief 
David P. Bargeson has sent 
the following letter to Michi- 
gan Bait Catchers and Whole- 
salers: 

“White perch (Morone 
americana), have become well 
established in Lake Huron, 
especially Saginaw Bay. They 
are also abundant in Lake 
Ontario, Lake Eric, Lake St. 
Clair and the Detroit and St. 
Clair rivers. Small white perch 
can be taken in minnow seines

Please 
noufy your customers to be 
watchful also and urge them 
to destroy -—— not sell —. any 
non-minnows that mistakenly 
reach their tanks. 

I cannot stress too much 
how important it is that each 
and every one of you cooper- 
ate fully in this matter. 
Michigan's minnow business 
iS Very important economi- 
cally and it is an important 
service to sportsmen. But 
commercial minnow opera- 
lions cannot be allowed to put 
our inland lakes at needless 
risk of unwanted introductions 

of exotic fish species. 

You are professionals in this 
business and it is up to you to 
take immediate action to make 
sure your operations are clean 
and beyond reproach.”

The Community Correc- 
tions Advisory Board (CCAB) 
was recently formed by the 
Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners to plan, pro- 
mote, and organize commu- 
nity corrections in Crawford 
County. 

Membership of the 13 per- 
son advisory board is deter- 
mined by either legislative 
designation by office or ap- 
pointment by the Board of 
Commissioners. 

P.A. 511, Michigan’s 
Community Corections Act, 
passed in December, 1989, 
allows for the creation of 
Community Corrections 
Advisory Boards by counties 
which choose to participate in 
community corrections. 

The act’s two main goals 
are 1) to involve locat citizens 
in research, planning, devel- 
opment and implementation 
of programs for low risk, non- 
assaultive felons in that com- 
munity and 2) to possibly 
expand the number and types 
of sentencing options for the 
court and beyond typical pro- 
bation services. Such options
